Farmers are busily engaged put- 


iing in tlieir grain crops. Grair 
sown on summer-faUo\ved land is up 
and looks splend'J. The reports 
from all portions of the county are 
most encouraging. 
The rains of the 


latter part of December put the 
ground in excellent condition for 
plowing and seeding 
farmers 


Jare putting in a largely increased 
acreage over any former year. It is 
jCSUmated, by those competent to 
judge, that there will be nearly or 
'quite double the number of acres 
.put in grain this season as was sown 
last year. Our dealers in agiicaltu- 
ral tools have supplied large num- 
bers of gang-plows and harrows. Om- 
.fruitrowers and vitieulturists are 


largely of trees and vines, 


.and many new purchaseis of land 
are preparing to plant vines and 
fruit trees, fiom a few acres -up to 
several hundred each. New terri- 
.tory in the immediate vicinity of 
Fresno is being divided and oft'ered 
for sale in quantities to suit on rea- 
sonable terms. Extensive irrigating 
canals are being constructed to =up- 
ply these lands with water.

stantial improvements are reported 
in progress in all parts of the county.

Farmers 
plow deeper and prepare their lands 
better for the reception of seed than 
formerly. 
They raise better horses, 


cattle, hogs and poultry, and their 
farms and farm buildings are kept 
more tidy. More economy is ob- 
served in the purchase of supplies, 
and the good results following- are 
evidenced by the thrift and prosper- 
ity 
apparent in every direction. 


Careless farming, extravagant ex- 
penditures -and bad crop years, had 
placed manv of our farmers in em- 
barrassing financial circumstances, 
but the good crops of the past sea- 
son and an intelligent exorcise of 
.economy, has placed a majority of 
them on abound footing, and another 
favorable year, with proper industry 
and management, wii! place all out 
of debt with money to spare. 
The 


prospects for a good season were 
sever better than no-.v.
